Tile conflict rev olv es arou nd the 
fact that Jerom e Delagrange, 19. 
and Ru th G raben 17 . hav e been 
teaching classes in the two schools. 
Since neither went bey ond the eighth 
grade—as is the Amish cu stom— 
neither has been certified by the 
state. 


Thus, in the v iew o f the pros­ 
ecutio n, the 5 2 Amish children are 
in effect no t attending scho o l at 
all. 


The Amish, tillers of the soil who 
believ e in the su premacy of the 
Bible, spu rn su ch modern conv eni­ 
ences as electric lights and au to­ 
mobiles. 


The parents—fearing their y ou ng­ 
sters were being ex posed to worldly 
temptations — pu rchased two one- 
room schoolhou ses and had them 
mov ed onto Amish farms. At times. 
non-Amish certified teachers han­ 
dled the classes, bu t none has been 
av ailable recently . 
One of these was Ev a Hakes of 
Jonesv ille, who told The Associated 
Press she fou nd the Amish children 


to be abou t three grades ahead of 


av erage pu blic school children. 


Noah Schwartz, 5 8, bearded pa­ 


triarch of the Amish co mmunity , 


said he attended the o ld-fashio ned 


pu blic schools as a child himself. 


“ They were satisfactory then - 


and if we had cou ntry schools like 


we u sed to hav e it wou ld still be 
all right to send ou r children to 
them.” he said.

Q—How much whiskey must I con­ 
sume to have alcohol show in a blood 
test? How much would justify a 
drunk driving charge? 


A—Since the alcohol you drink is 
eliminated fairly rapidly, the amount 
in the blood depends in part on the 
amount of time that has elapsed since 
your last drink. If the only whisky 
you consumed was 84 of an (Mince and 
you had taken it within an hour or 
less of the blood test, your blood al­ 
cohol level would be l/100th of I per 
cent. There would be no appreciable 
effect on your behavior or your driv­ 
ing ability. 


With one ounce, the level would be 
2/ 100th of I per cent, and the alcohol 
would begin to affect your judgment. 
With two or three ounces, the level 
would he I /20th of I per cent, and 
you might be inclined to address 
some injudicious cracks to the police 
officer. Officially, however, you would 
still be considered sober but very 
close to the borderline of drunken­ 
ness. With five or six ounces the level 
would be I/10th of I per cent, and 
you would be too sloshed to drive a 
car until you had sobered up. 


Q—I have taken Bonadoxin for diz­ 
ziness for about three months with 
good results. I would like to know 
what side effects might occur. Is this 
drug habitforming? Will it lose its 
effectiveness if I continue to take it? 


A—Bonadoxin is a combination of 
meclizine, an antihistamine that is 
especially useful in controlling dizzi­ 
ness and motion sickness, and pvri- 
doxme, a part of the vitamin B com­ 
plex that sometimes helps to control 
nausea. 


Side effects such as drowsiness, dry 
mouth, and blurred vision occur only 
when large doses are taken. The drug 
is not habit-forming and it should not 
lose its effectiveness on prolonged 
use. 


Q—I have been taking Vistaril for 
an overactive thyroid. What side ef­ 
fects might there be? 


A—Vistaril is a brand of hydroxy­ 
zine pamoate. It is one of the anti­ 
histamines and it is used to reduce 
nervous tension. In the usually pre­ 
scribed dosage it can be safely used 
for prolonged periods. In some per­ 
sons it causes drowsiness and dryness 
of the mouth. 
Q—I have heard that taking one 
teaspoonful of vinegar after the noon 
and evening meal will cause you to 
lose weight. Is this true and is it 
harmful? 


A—In order to reduce you must 
take in fewer calories than you use 
up. Since vinegar furnishes no cal­ 
ories it will put no weight on you. If 
it reduces your appetite it might help 
you to lose weight and in the amount 
suggested it would not be harmful. 


Dear Ann Lander*: Six months ago I married a West 
Point graduate who ha* made the army his career. This is a 
second marriage for us both. His two sons by his first wife 
do not speak to him, and I’m afraid he is building an equally 
poor relationship with my son. 
Leslie is 12, a fine student, good athlete and gets along 
well with people. He adored his father who died three year* 
ago but he has accepted my second husband beautifully. 
When I asked Leslie how he felt about my remarrying ht 
replied, “You need a husband and I will do my best to like 
him.” I thought this was very good for a 12-year-old. 
My husband insists that Leslie say “No, sir” and “Yes, 
sir.” Every Friday he inspects the boy’s closet, drawers, and 
clothing, and gives him demerits if everything isn’t perfect 
He also gives demerits for poor posture. 
I know discipline is important but my husband is so 
stem with the boy I’m afraid there will be no affection — 
only fear. Please comment. — M.D.G. 
Dear M.D.G.: 
Discipline IS 
im­ 
portant, but it must be balanced with 
justice and love. A cold, command­ 
ing father may get perfection but 
unless he gives warmth as well as 
orders his son will hate him.

One of the most important parts 
of any spraying program is that it b e 
carried ou t regu larly throu gh the 
su mmer. You can expect to spray at 
least three times b etween the dor­ 
mant period and the first b lossoms, 
and then five times or more du ring 
the 
su mmer.

shown that if you don’t spray the 
trees every 7 to IO days, you can’t 
expect good produ ction.

gate to these individuals birth the 
responsibility and the authority to 
carry out such activities. He need 
retain only sufficient knowledge in 
each area to understand what is 
actually happening. 


The administrator who delegates 
must assume the responsibility to 
“ coordinate.” In other words, he 
must see that each member of his 
staff performs the duties assigned to 
him in a manner that does not con­ 
flict with, or duplicate, those as­ 
signed to other employees. He must 
establish policies. 


The mere establishment of policies, 
however, is not enough. Policies are 
often interpreted in different ways, 
or may tend to cause friction among 
employees. When conflicts of inter­ 
est arise, or when new policies are 
contemplated, it behooves the admin­ 
istrator to listen to and weigh all 
views expressed by the individuals 
concerned. If at all possible, his final 
decision should represent a compro­ 
mise between conflicting views. 


Closely allied to “ coordination” 


is “ cooperation.” It is impossible 
to Institute one principle without 
the other. It is in this area, per­ 
haps, that the administrator can 
accomplish the best results by his 
example. 


Frequent mention has been made 
pf 
WTitten 
policies, 
written 
pro­ 
cedures, and job descriptions. Their 
importance cannot be emphasized 
too strongly. They form the basic 
application of the fifth administra­ 
tive principle, that of “ communica 
tion.” It is of paramount importance 
that each employee know and under 
stand the policies of the home and 
what is being done to accomplish 
them. 
Faulty or erratic communication 
of policies and other information 
lends to ill will, confusion, and dis­ 
trust. 
“ Consistency” in policy, in action, 
and in approach is as important to 
successful administration as totality 
of concept. Like totality it is one 
of the most difficult of the seven 
principles for an administrator to 
achieve. 


Consistency, as used here, does 


not mean inflexibility, en* “ bull­ 
headedness.” It does mean that the 
sam e combination of factors should 
always bring the same administra­ 
tive decision or result. It further 
means 
that

should be as objective as possible 
in reaching decisions.

Nursing Administrator 
Views Role of Home 


(Editor’s 
Note: 
The 
following 


article was given as a paper at a 
meeting of the American Nursing 
Home Assn. national convention by 
Mrs. Richard Belcher.) 


At this time, when any activity 
having to do with care of the aged 
or chronically ill is being so widely 
discussed, it is time for us, as 
administrators 
of 
nursing 
homes 
throughout the U.S.A., to wake up to 
the fact that it is our responsibility 
to respond to the health needs of 
people in our communities—not only 
by giving the best care possible to 
these persons in our home, but also 
by cooperating in and helping to en­ 
courage coordinated community serv­ 
ice in our area. 


Statistics show that the number of 
persons requiring medical and insti­ 
tutional care is increasing. We are 
also aware of the need for keeping 
this cost of care at a realistic level. 
I believe that coordinated commu­ 
nity services on a local level can 
help achieve this end. 
The time has come when all people 
in all communities should know more 
about the health facilities and serv­ 
ices available to them; and, with the 
help of their doctor, be able to make 
a proper choice in order to get the 
maximum of care needed at a min­ 
imum of cost. 
I believe this can be accomplished 
by: 
A joint council of health services 
in each community for the dissem­ 
ination of information. A plan could 
be worked out with medical and 
allied persons, institutions and agen­ 
cies cooperating—using the following 
suggestions: 
1. The doctors, through this coun­ 
cil. can become better acquainted 
with all services and facilities avail­ 
able in his community. 
2. Hospital services and care for 
patients needing surgery, x-ray, diag­ 
nostic treatment, or special treat­ 
ment, and those acutely ill. The 
hospital is the institution that has 
available all equipment necessary 
for care of any and all kinds of 
acute illness and diagnosis. 
3. Skilled nursing home care and 
services for patients who have suffi­ 
ciently 
recovered 
from 
surgery— 
particularly fractures, 
colostamies, 
etc.—that need a longer convales­ 


cent period—patients who have suf­ 
fered from a stroke or cerebral 
hemorrhage, 
but 
still 
need 
good 
nursing care with physical exercise; 
in other words, the transfer of all 
patients still in need of care who 
have received the maximum benefit 
and treatment and no longer need 
specialized services of the hospital 
to a skilled nursing home. 


4. Sheltered care home should be 
used for the care of those patients 
who no longer need nursing home 
care and are physically and men­ 
tally able to be on their owm with 
some supervision. In Illinois, we 
have a licensure program for Shel­ 
tered care homes. The physical plant 
requirements are the same as those 
for nursing homes, but since nursing 
care is not required, only super­ 
vision, the number of personnel on 
the staff is decreased. 


5. As the patient progresses, he 
can graduate to either his own home 
or home for the aged. 


Patients in their own homes, not 
acutely ill and who have members 
of their families willing and able to 
care for them, can, through their 
public health department or visiting 
nurse organization (if there is an 
existing one in their community) ask 
for advise in nursing procedures 
ordered by the patient’s doctor. 


6. Voluntary services of the heart 
association. Cancer Society, T.B. As­ 
sociation, Red Cross, etc., are avail­ 
able. 
For 
example: 
Chest 
x ray 
through mobile units for patient in 
nursing homes and facilities . . . 
cancer dressings from Cancer Society 
are available, not only to patients 
in their o w t i homes, but to patients 
in nursing home . . . Red Cross 
sponsored training courses. 
Medical and allied persons, institu­ 
tions and agencies, through the apt 
use of the before mentioned Council, 
will be made aware of the research 
advances made by these national 
organizations. 
If we, as nursing home admin­ 
istrators, are going to fill the need 
of the health care program of the 
nation and in our own communities, 
we must be sure that we know the 
part we play and how to play it; but, 
you and I, as nursing home admin­ 
istrators, in order to keep the health 
care chain strong, must have an 


adequate facility, 
adequate equip­ 
ment and adequate personnel to do 
the job we say we can do. We must 
have a well-organized plan of admin­ 
istration to care for the physical, 
mental and spiritual needs of our 
patients.

With these grants, the 
Foundation also hoped to encourage 
more economists and sociologists to 
take interest in the aging. 


At the Univ ersity of Michigan, so­ 
cial scientists and medical-care ex ­ 
perts from the univ ersity ’s Bureau 
of Public Health and Economics are 
try ing to mea ure the effectiv eness 
of ex isting health programs for the 
elderly and indicate way s of im­ 
prov ing them. 
Research has been concentrated in 
the Detroit area and in Windsor, 
neighboring 
Canadian 
auto-making 
city . Windsor, similar to Detroit and 
other American cities in occupation­ 
al, 
ethnic, 
and 
other 
community 
characteristics, 
operates 
a 
local 
phy sician * sponsored 
pre - pay ment 
plan 
for 
medical 
serv ices 
which 
cov ers about 8 5 per cent of its popu­ 
lation. 
Bureau researchers are analy zing 
the records of this plan to find how 
many people aged six tv -fiv e and ov er 
use the facilities of Windsor Medical 
Serv ices, for what diseases, and at 
what cost. Findings can shed light 
on such timely questions as: How 
many people would use phy sicians’ 
serv ices under insurance or other 
forms of financing medical care? 
How 
much 
would 
such programs 
tost? How effectiv e would they be? 
Other studies are dealing with drug 
prescriptions, a costly item of the 
health bills of the aged. Here, data 
from 
Prescription 
Serv ices, 
Wind­ 
sor’s prepay ment drug plan, are be­ 
ing analy zed to determine the im ­ 
pact of drug costs on the medical 
budget of the elderly and how such 
costs might be financed through in­ 
surance. Data from these studies will 
enable researchers to correlate pat­ 
terns of phy sicians’ care with drug 
use.

Security Administration and the Na­ 
tional Institutes of Health, the Bu­ 
reau is now ex panding its research 
program emphasizing long-term fa­

We feel that the solid attendance 
was a tribu te to the ty pe of program 
we designed. Bu t the enthu siasm for 
the work shops—a sort of bootstrap 
edu cation program—reflected mu ch 
more than this. It pointed u p the 
k een interest nu rsing home admin­ 
istrators hav e in improv ing their 
own capabilities and the real honest- 
to-goodness need for ex pansion of 
edu cational 
programs for nu rsing 
home administrators. 


What k ind of program did we 
plan? 


The panel discu ssion themselv es 
were of short du ration and serv ed 
chiefly as a stimu lu s for later dis­ 
cu ssions. After the panel presenta­ 
tions we brok e u p into small grou ps 
for discu ssions, and then rejoined 
the panel later for 
a seriou s down- 
to-earth, q u estion-and-answer period. 
The programs were geared toward 
preparing the administrator to do 
a 
better and more professional job. 
There were ll work shops and they 
cov ered a broad field of interests. 


For ex ample, ou r first work shop— 
a sort of introdu ctory affair—delv ed 
into the broad aspects of nu rsing 
home meaning in today 's life and 
into the administrator’s position in 
the ov er-all pictu re of today ’s mod­ 
ern and complex health care. 


Other work shops 
cov ered fields 
su ch as sanitation; fire prev ention 
and first aid; nu trition; rehabilita­ 
tion in its fu ll meaning; the need for 
maintenance of accu rate medical rec­ 
ords, not only to insu re proper care 
of the indiv idu al, bu t to add to the 
tremendou s storehou se of k nowledge 
being dev eloped in the 
field of 
geriatrics. 


Other work shops went into stand­ 
ards and ev alu ation of nu rsing care 
of the patient; the how’s and where­ 
fore’s of remodeling and constru ction 
! of nu rsing homes and the v ariou s 
; methods of financing su ch work ; 
personnel practices and the need for 
maintaining written personnel pol­ 
icies and practices in the nu rsing 
home, and psy chology and mental 
health in the care of aged patients. 


professions stand ready to cooperate 
in programs to improv e throu gh 
edu cation and discu ssion the health 
care of ou r aged and the standards 
of care in nu rsing homes. 


With the national interest so high 
in the health care of ou r aged and 
chronically ill, the time is at hand 
for the nu rsing home profession to 
tak e its rightfu l place of Importance 
in the total pictu re. We, who are In 
the profession now and who hav e 
constantly sou ght for improv ement 
of standards of care, 
are mo re than 
ev er conv inced that new and im­ 
prov ed standards of care mu st be 
formu lated, and most importantly , 
mu st be maintained. 


The American Nu rsing Home Asso­ 
ciation, throu gh its committees on 
edu cation and accreditation, is work ­ 
ing diligently toward the improv e­ 
ment of nu rsing home care of ou r 
aged anc! chronically ill. We, here 
in Illinois, k now from ou r ex perience 
that there is an intense desire on the 
part of nu rsing home administrators 
to constantly acq u ire new k nowledge 
that will help them to do their im­ 
portant work at increasingly higher 
standards. 


Work shops, su ch as the ones held 
here in Northwest Illinois, are among 
the answers to these problems. Sem­ 
inars, u niv ersity cou rses, and the de­ 
v elopment and dissemination of new 
discov eries in the field of geriatrics 
will also help raise nu rsing home 
care standards. 


I cannot emphasize too strongly 
the need for an accelerated program 
of cooperation between pu blic offi­ 
cials, edu cational institu tions, and 
medical, nu rsing home, dental and 
hospital professions in dev elopment 
of coordinated programs of edu ca­ 
tion and training for nu rsing home

meaning ‘ that nourishes, suckles” 
and therefore, ‘‘one who is skilled in 
the care of the young, the sick and 
the infirm.” Home is said to mean 
“ one’s dwelling place, the abiding 
place of affection, the social unit or 
center.” Of “ homelike” the diction­ 
ary reads “ like a home, comfort 
able, cheerful, cozy, friendly.” 


The Illinois State Licensure I^aw 
defines “ Nursing Home,” or “ Home” 
as meaning a private home, institu­ 
tion, 
building, 
residence or other 
place, serving three or more persons 
who are not related by blood or mar 
riage to the operator, whether oper­ 
ated for profit or not, and including 
those places operated by a political 
sub-division of the State of Illinois 
which undertakes, through its owner­ 
ship 
or 
management, 
to 
provide 
maintenance, personal care, or nurs­ 
ing for persons who. by reason of 
illness or physical infirmity, are un­ 
able 
properly 
to care for them­ 
selves.” 
The Illinois Nursing Act. 1951. de­ 
fines “ Practical Nursing” and “ Prac­ 
tical Nurses,” as follows; 


Practical nursing means the per­ 
formance under the direction of a 
licensed physician, dentist, or regis­ 
tered professional nurse of such sim­ 
ple nursing procedures as may be 
required in the care of a patient and 
the conservation of health. 
Only a practical nurse licensed un­ 
der this Act is entitled to use the 
title “ licensed practical nurse,” and 
the abbreviation “ L. P. N.” 
In Illinois the Public Health De­ 
partment sets up minimum standards 
for the operation of Nursing Homes. 
After 
considering 
the 
two defi­ 
nitions it seems easier to proceed 
with the duties that are expected 
of the practical nurse by the nursing 
home operator. However, homes will 
differ somewhat in the type of care 
given, depending on whether or not 
the home is managed by a business 
manager who employs either regis­ 
tered nurses or practical nurses, or 
whether or not the home is owned 
by a registered nurse or a practical 
nurse. Fundamentally they should all 
be much alike in atmosphere, care 
to the patient, food served, and TUC 
(tender loving care) that the older 
person is entitled to; the difference 
will be the home operated by or 
employing registered nurses will be 
able 
to 
perform 
more 
technical 
duties. 
In some cases 
registered nix­ 


ies who own or operate the nursing 
homes, will feel that all technical 
procedures must be done only by a 
registered nurse, while others will 
feel that they want to entrust some 
of the 
lesser technical duties to 
practical nurses whom they feel they 
can trust. So it depends entirely 
upon the operator as to the extent 
of 
responsibility 
that 
a 
practical 
nurse must assume. It is only fair 
that the practical nurse knows ex­ 
actly what responsibilities ; ve hers 
before she accepts the position. In 
that way she will know whether or 
not she feels capable of accepting 
the responsibility expected of her. 
The law governing the operation of 
a nursing home automatically re­ 
flects in the duties that a Practical 
Nurse must assume. 
The minimum standards for the 
operation of a cursing home in Illi­ 
nois requires that 
(1) Every resident in a nursing 
home shall be under the medi­ 
cal supervision of a physician 
legally 
licensed 
to 
practice 
medicine in Illinois, except res­ 
idents in homes operated under 
bonafide Christian Science aus­ 
pices. 
(2) No medicine is ever adminis­ 
tered, -"gardless of kind or 
amount, except by written or­ 
der by a doctor in charge of 
patient. 
Under 
no 
circum­ 
stances, shall a practical nurse 
ever give medicine without an 
order from either her super­ 
visor or doctor. 
Tile minimum standards for n itra­ 
tion of a nursing home in Illinois, 
states that nursing service in the 
home shall be under the direction 
of a currently licensed Illinois regis­ 
tered nurse or a practical nurse or 
aide who has had two years nursing 
experience in the past five years, 
in a hospital or other institution. 
Since Jan. 
I, 1953, the nursing 
sendee has been in charge of a 
professional registered nurse or a 
licensed practical nurse. 
Any person applying for a position 
as practical nurse in a nursing home 
must have some code of ethics by 
which she should govern her actions 
The Illinois Practical Nurses Assn. 
adopted the following Code of Ethics: 


1. To live and practice my pro­ 


fession with the greatest irteg 
rity. 


2. To be loyal to the physician 
under whom I serve and faithful 
to my patient. 


S. To know my limitations anc 


stay within the bounds of these 
limitations. 


4. To be sincere in my efforts and 
generous in my service. 


5. To consider no duty beneath my 
dignity if it means the welfare 
and comfort of my patient. 


8. To accept only compensation as 
the contract implies, and I will 
not bow to bribes of any kind. 


7. To hold in confidence all m- 
formatmn entrusted to me. 


8 . To recognize and perform the 
duties of citizenship. 


9. To participate and 
share re­ 
sponsibility in promoting efforts 
to meet health needs of the 
public. 


10. To carry out intelligently the 
orders of the physician or regis­ 
tered nurse in charge and refuse 


to participate in unethical prac­ 
tices.
